W e agree with him 
that continuation of the present fiscal policies will presently 
do for Joe Stalin what that great conspirator can never 
do for himself— smash us down, humble us before the 
world, and leave us, prostrate and powerless and “broke," 
an easy victim to his greed. 
W e agree with him that the future of the world can­ 
not lie in victorious war, for there can no longer be such a 
thing as victory in military conflict. War itself is the final 
disaster, hereafter, and, however hard it may seem, peace
